TANNER TALKS. 


Tlie Ex-Pcnsiott Commissioner on 
tlie Re-Ratlnsr of Senator Ulan- 
Person's Pension* 


WAsauiG'ioli, Oct. 15.—The Fust this 
morning publishes an interview with 
ex-Commissioner Tanner, in which he 
justifies his action in ie-ratiiig Senator 
Mandei'son^s pension. He says: 


"I have not seen a copy of Secretary 
Noble's letter to Senator Manderson, 
but judging from the extracts quoted in 
Senator Manderson's letter, I ijeroeive 
that he decided that th»? te-rating was 
illegal because 
no 
application had 
been 
made; 
and if that 
is 
his 
reason all I can say is that the secre- 
tary must have very peculiar ideas con- 
cerning the casck My Conception of the 
duties of the commissiouor of pensions 
is entirely different. 


"I W e always considered that he 
should see that entire justice is done to 
all peiisioners. If he discovers where any 
injustice is being done to A pensioner 
he should right the wrong and I am of 
that opinion still. Secretary Noble to 
the contrary notwithstanding." 


Speaking further on the subject, the 
commissioner said it recalled to his 
mind the case of Gen. William H. 
Powell, who was re-rated just four days 
prior to his (Tanner's) appointment. 
General Powell, he saidj had received a 
gun-shot wound in the shoulder and was 
l-eceiving a pension of $7.50 per month 
when Mr. Noble was made secretary. 


General Powell went to Commissioner 
Black with a bote from Secretary Noble 
in which the latter asked the commis- 
sioner to do all be could for the general. 
General Powell declined to submit to 
a medical examination, but notwith- 
standing this fact had his pension in- 
creased to $30 per month and dated back 
to 1866. ''And this," concluded Com- 
missioner Tanner, with emphasis, *'was 
done at the instigation of Secretary 
Noble four days before I received rpy 
appointment."

NEW YOBK, Oct. 15.—About one hun- 
dred persons who are interested in rail- 
roads went to Cone J Island ¡Saturday 
afternoon to attend the opening of the 
standard guage Boynton Bicycle rail- 
road. 
The Sea Beach and Brighton 
railroad, of Coney island, has been pur- 
chased by the Bjynton company and 
fitted up with their new system. 


The Boynton engine is really a steam 
bicycle. 
Its tandem wheels are placed 
directly under it, and, like the similarly 
arranged wheels of the coaches, they 
run on a single rail. 
The passenger 
coaches are built two stories high and 
are divided into compartments, each 
holding four people. 
High in the air 
above the rail on which the engine and 
cars run there is a guard rail, supported 
on crane-necked posts. 
This is several 
feet above the t\[ o-story cars. 
Arms 
reaching up from the body of the cars, 
as well as from the engine, support 
small horizontal wheels, which clutch 
the guard rail and keep the train on the 
single rail below. 
The upper rail bears 
no weight, and the inventor declares the 
side pressure is very slight. 


By this system the capacity of a road 
is doubled, and it is said also the ex- 
pense of traction very much reduced. 
The cars are so narrow that a train can 
be ruii on each rail of the present stand- 
ard guage road, and yet leave eight 
inches between the trains. 
The only 
addition to an ordinary road needed is 
a stationary rail overhead. 
The excur- 
sion party was taken over the Sea Beach 
road by an engine and a two-story pas- 
senger car forty-two feet long. The 
car ran very smooth.

The order is said to have been distribut- 
ed between the Edgar Thomson, Cam- 
bria Iron works and Pennsylvania Steel 
works. 
It is understood that the price 
was $31.25 per ton, or a slight discount 
below current quotations. 


After a careful consideration of the 
matter, the officials of the Pennsylvania 
lines have come to the conclusion that 
it would not be wise to introduce the 
vestibule system on their, ordinary pas- 
senger coaches. 
Vice-president McCrea 
says that the disadvantages of the vesti- 
bule arrangement on the ordinary pas- 
senger coach, which is used so largely in 
the local traffic, far out-weigh the ad- 
vantages. 


An official of one of the railway asso- 
ciations says were the penalties for in- 
fractions of the interstate law inflicted 
on the roads which have broken its pro- 
visions the past summer it would cause 
fines amounting to $125,000,000 and 
give officials 50,000 years in the peni- 
tentiaries. 
These figures are rather ab- 
surd, but that the law has not been 
properly respected by many of the im- 
portant western lines is evident.

TMe Trial of Banrclt-, the mnrdererv 
Fairlr linder Way«TUe 


TesCiinoiiy. 


The trial of John Barrett, the wife 
murderer, is fairly on.. Much interest 
is manife^d, 
the court room being 
crowded nearly all the time. 
THE SEN- 


TINEL will report the proceedings each 
day, and will publish all the substantial 
testimony bearing on the case. 


The jury is thought to bo composed 
of men who will deal carefully with the 
prisoner. 
The evidence introduced to- 
day is as follows: 


William H. Meyers, the first witness 
on behalf the state testified as follows: 


Am twenty years old; live at George 
Barrett's in Perry township; know where 
John Ban-ett lived in Perry township, 
west of George Barrett's; John Barrett 
is my grandfather; worked at John Bar- 
rett's in April; worked there till death 
of Mrs. Barrett; was farming; Mrs. Bar- 
rett was able to do the work about the 
house in April. 
On the 13th day of 
April she was not well, but was around; 
she was able to go out to the barn; saw 
Barrett on that day; I was at Hunter- 
town that day; Saw Airs. Barrett about 
7 
o'clock 
the evening before her 
death; 
she came 
on the jDorch; 
I 
was hitching 
up 
to go 
to Huntertov/n; 
that was the last time 
I saw her before I saw her the next day 
laying on the floor, covered with blood. 
Saw John Barrett about 5 o'clock the 
day before the murder; he was sitting in 
dining room. 
About seven years ago at 
supper time heard Barrett quarreling 
with his wife; he picked up knife and 
his wife ran out of house, ho following 
her; he appeared angry; he said some- 
thing as he got up, but can't remember 
what it was; was at their house seven 
or eight years ago; they had been quar- 
reling, as they always did; don't know 
what they were saying; Barrett raised a 
chair in the air over her as she was 
standing in front of him; was at Geo. 
Barrett's house once when Mrs. Barrett 
came there. 
Have heard Barrett say to 
his wife that he would kill her; heard 
him nearly a hundred times. 
He was 
angry when he said it. 
On Saturday 
before the Sunday morning of the kill- 
ing they had words about some money; 
she got the money and threw some to- 
wards him on the floor. Was at Bar- 
rett's 
Sunday, April 14, 1889; got 
there about 5 o'clock in the morning; 
was at Geo,' Barrett's the night before; 
went to the barn first, then to the 
house, the first thing that attracted my 
attention was blood on the door casing; 
it was splattered three feet high; there 
were bloody finger-prints on the casing; 
I went uj) to the kitchen window; saw 
Mrs. Ban-ett lying on the floor; didn't 
see John Barrett. 
Went back to Geo. 
Barrett's and from there to Geo. Sur- 
face; he lives northwest; then went back 
to Geo. Barrett's and from there to de- 
fendant's house; 
Geo. 
Barrett and 
Geo. 
Surface were 
with me. We 
found a poker 
and a 
stick in 
the yard. 
(Exhibited to and identified 
by witness.) 
There Avero stains and 
hair on the piece of wood. Mr.s. Barrett 
had used the piece of wood (piece of 
broom handle) for a cane. 
Wo went in 
house, Surface went in first, I last. 
(Here a diagram of the house was exhib- 
ited to witness and the location of the 
different rooms explained.) 
AVe went 
into the sitting room, he was sitting by 
the stove, Mrs. Barrett was lying on 
west side of kitchen; wLcn we went in 
she said, the chickens 
are not let 
out 
yet; 
noticed 
her 
head 
was all bruised up and swollen. Saw 
shawl and cloth there that morning, 
(exhibited to witness and identified.) 
Saw three spots of blood in kitchen; 
looked as though the blood had been 
brushed toward the celiarway, there was 
blood around the steps and inside the 
celiarway; noticed some sticks of wood 
there, (bloody pieces of wood exhibited 
to witness) they are the ones; tlicy kept 
their wood back of store. 
When we 
went in Barrett said he wanted some- 
thing to eat. 
He said: "Ma fell down 
celllar 
and nearly 
killed 
herself;" 
that was just after wo went in; 
George was in kitchen sitting by his 
niother; Barrett was sitting about twenty 
feet from his wife; there was an oj)en 
door between them. I stayed in house 
about twenty minutes, then went to 
George Barrett's; when I got back 
again Mrs. B. was lying on a lounge in 
sitting room and Barrett was on the 
other side of the room; didn't hear her 
say anything about how she was hurt; 
sticks and poker were picked up by Har- 
rison Hensinger and put in wood-house. 


Cross-examination—Went to Huntt^r- 
town on the 13th of April; Barrett had 
been in the habit of using it; he had 
been 
ailing 
since 
early in the 
winter, and was quite feeble; had com- 
plained of much pain, and this was 
what the morphine was for; I stayed in 
Barrett's house a few nights before the 
killing to keep up the fires for the old

with Barrett's. 
About three or - four 
years ago John Barrett gave the active 
management of his farm to George; the 
farm has been deeded to George since 
the old man's arrest; don't testify to 
more now than I did before the deed 
was made. 


Re-direct Examination.—The 
testi- 
mony here is the same as before the 
gi-and jury. 


As Mrs. Barrett was laying on floor in 
kitchen she said to us: 
"Pa has mur- 
dered me." 
He had whisky and wine 
in the house. 
The old man worked a 
good deal on the farm the fall before; 
had his foot frozen in the winter; Mrs. 
Barrett did the work in the house. 


GEO. SUBFAOE. 


George Surface sworn. 
Am a farmer, live in Perry township. 
Known Barrett ever since I lived there. 
Was called on the morning of Sunday, 
April Idth. 
Went to house of John 
Barrett, first thing I saw was blood on 
porch, went from there to kitchen win- 
dow, saw Mrs. Barrett lying on fioor; 
went in and shook hands with Barrett 
and said: 
"What in the world is the 
matter, grandpai" 
Barrett said: "Ma 
has fallen down cellar and killed herself 
and I nearly killed myself trying to get 
her out." Went out where Mrs. Barrett 
was lying. 
She said: 
"Who are you?" 
then Geo. Barrett stepped in and said: 
" I am George." Mrs. Barrett said: "He 
has pounded me aU to pieces and killed 
me." George went to his father and said, 
"Father, what have you been doing?" 
repeated the question; then the old man 
said, "What has she been doing? she 
would'nt get me anything to eat; ' at 
night I saw bruises on her neck caused 
by choking; in the evening I heard the 
old man say, " I never thought any such 
thing would happen in my family;" he 
was in a chair 
when we first got 
there; he afterwards 
went to bed; 
when ho took off his shirt he wanted me 
to take it and hide it; there was blood 
on it. I hadn't seen' Barrett before this 
Sunday morning for a couple of weeks; 
siw him before that time when he was 
sick and talked to him. 


Cross Examination—Am a brother-in- 
law of Geo. Barrett; Geo. Barrett has 
managed the farm for two or three 
years. 
Tho old man is a pioneer in 
Perry township; used to bo a strong, 
active man; ho has lived in this county 
as long as I can remember; the old man 
got sick about the holidays; complained 
that he got "spells" and would have to 
sit down; knew him to be a highly nerv- 
ous and excitable man; has often threat- 
ened to kill; never knew him to hurt 
anybody. 
His wife was large and 
strong; she couldn't got around very 
well, but better than he could; she was 
five feet four inches higli; it was difficult 
for him to get around. 


Re-direct.—Never saw anything about 
Barrett indicating insanity. 
Have seen 
him attempt to injure a x^erson with an 
axe, have hoard him threaten to kill 
people at two different times. 


MKS. MAKY WARNIAJ. 


Mrs. Mary Warner, wife of Josei^h 
Warner, sworn. 


Liv3 near Barrett. 
Knew theui sev- 
eral years. 
Got there about 10 o'clock 
the Sunday she was hurt. 
She had sev- 
eral gashes on her head. 
The scalp was 
open at places. I asked Barrett how he 
was getting along. 
Said it was a terri- 
ble act he had done. 
He said he felt so 
bad after he had done it that he sat there 
two hours not knowing what to do. 


Cross examination.— 
Mrs. Barrett told me they had no 
quarrel. 


DLI. GREENWEIIL/. 


Dr. Franklin Grecnwell, sworn: 
Was called to see Mrs. Barrett; found 
her veiy bloody, with numerous con- 
tused wounds on head, hands and arms: 
they appeared to have been made with 
some blunt instrument; there were four 
wounds on head; the scalp was torn and 
badly bruised. 
Saw her next day; re- 
action had come on and her condition 
was better; treated her till her death. 
The wounds were dangerous and caused 
her death. 


JOHN SURFACE. 


John Surface, «worn: 
Live in Perry township; lived in Al- 
len county fifty-four years; live north of 
John Barrett. 
Called at Barrett's the 
Sunday before the killing; there was 
considerable noise before I went in; Mr. 
Barrett wanted her to do something; 
they were talking so loud they didn't 
hear me when I rapped. 


MRS. MARY GARMAN. 


Know the Barretts; was there April 
14tb. 1889; Barrett told me he didn't 
know how it was but about 5 o'clock he 
got up to make a fire; when the old 
womaa came around something came 
over him and he struck her with a 
poker; the old man was covered with 
blood. 
I' 


GEORGE W. BARRETT. 


Am ft son oi defendatit; mother's name 
was Catherine Barrett; was called to 
father's house April 14tb, 1889; mother 
died May 8fch, 1889. 


The witness described tho scene at the 


house; his evidence being similar to 
that of George Surface. 


Cross examination.—Since father has 
been in jail I obtained a deed from bim 
to me for the homestead; one for Wm. 
Myers, and one for John Barrett; I was 
indebted to father at the time I got the 
deed; the notes ai-e past due; I did not 
refuse to pay notes to keep him from 
having money to conduct his defense; 
did not try to dissuade Dr. Woods from 
testifying in father's behalf. 
1 went to 
Swartz, who oWed father, and told him 
not to pay note due; was acting under 
father's instruction; I said to the at- 
torneys in the case that they were mak- 
ing too much expense; did not say de- 
fense; did not say that if he was acquit- 
ted on the ground of insanity it would 
destroy the validity of my deeds; never 
stated that father was insane.
